"computer peripheral device" was amended in place of a network controller where the Examiner finds the peripheral device not described 
in the specification. Applicant responded that the network controller is an embodiment of a computer peripheral device which In essence 
Is claiming broader then it encompasses the definition for a peripheral device. Thus, the specification failed to provide the proper details 
describing the peripheral device. Further, Applicant argues that there is adequate written description for a computer peripheral device in 
the specification where the peripheral device is described as performing the same functions as the network controller. The prior art show 
a network controller performing the same functions as what is described in the specification for a peripheral device. However, the 
Examiner finds it contradictory where Applicant points out that the network controller (CPU) cannot be a peripheral device after Applicant 
indicating the network controller is an embodiment of the peripheral device. The Examiner maintains the rejection in view of Nikander 
wherein the CPU of Nikander constitute a network controller which is an embodiment of a computer peripheral device . 
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
